REQUEST BY ITC"DELTACOM FOR A PRE-HEARING CONFERENCE

ITC DeltaCom Communications, Inc. (“ITC”DeltaCom) requests that the Hearing Officer
convene a pre-hearing conference in this matter following next week’s hearing in the “Change-of-
Law” docket (No. 04-00381). Consistent with the direction of the Authority,' the purpose of the
conference would be to determine which issues raised by ITC"DeltaCom in this Petition were not
sufficiently covered in Docket 04-00381 and, therefore, need to be addressed in this proceeding. The
Hearing Officer and parties should also determine a schedule for agency-supervised negotiations2 and
litigation which would allow the Authority to finish this case expeditiously. As ITC"DeltaCom has
previously explained, the principal purpose of this Petition is to insure that these issues are resolved
and new interconnection terms are in place by March 11, 2006.

ITC DeltaCom suggests that the best time to convene this conference would be on Thursday,
September 15, 2005, immediately following the conclusion of Docket 04-00381. All parties will

already be present and familiar with the issues addressed in the change-of-law hearing. In the
